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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment was received on 10/27/04, and has been entered and made of 
record. Currently, claims 1-20 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed (renumbered as claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-19, 6, 13, and 20, 
respectively). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 6, and 12 (renumbered claims 1, 7, and 14, respectively), in the 
examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to have the client data terminal, as claimed, include generating the 
facsimile image in accordance with the stored information set of communication capabilities 
pertaining to the called data terminal, in order for the facsimile image to have facsimile image 
properties which are acceptable to the called data terminal. 

The closest prior art, previously noted as Westwick et al (U.S. Patent Number 
5,828,836), Suzuki (U.S. Patent Number 6,005,677), and Owens et al (U.S. Patent Number 
6,633,630), and the newly cited reference of Menezes et al (U.S. Patent Number 5,621,894), 
each fail to expressly disclose each of the claimed limitations. Particularly, both Westwick and 
Suzuki fail to disclose generating the facsimile image in accordance with the stored information 
set of communication capabilities that pertain to the called data terminal, so as to have the 
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facsimile image acceptable image properties to the called data terminal. Owens teaches of 
generating an image in order for the image to have properties that are acceptable to the called 
data terminal. However, Owens fails to teach of generating the facsimile image in order for the 
facsimile image to have facsimile image properties, which are acceptable to the called data 
terminal, as required in the current language. Menezes discloses a system that communicates 
capability information between a facsimile sending device and a facsimile receiving device using 
facsimile protocol signals (see Figs. 3 and 4). Further, Menezes teaches of generating a facsimile 
image in accordance with the stored information set of communication capabilities pertaining to 
the called data terminal, in order for the facsimile image to have facsimile image properties 
which are acceptable to the called data terminal (read in column 7, line 12-column 8, line 67). 

However, although Menezes does teach of using a LAN or a telephone line (column 6, 
lines 50-67), Menezes lacks teaching of creating on the client data terminal an information 
transfer request for requesting transmission of the facsimile image information to an arbitrary 
facsimile machine connected to the public telephone network, sending the information transfer 
request to a communications controller, and upon a completion of the sending, transmitting the 
information transfer request from the communications controller to the called data terminal 
through the LAN. Further, the examiner finds no motivation to combine Menezes with the other 
cited references, particularly Suzuki, since the inventions are divergent in subject matter. 
Suzuki's primary goal is drawn to a system for transmitting facsimile data over the Internet. 

Therefore, because of these reasons, the claims are rendered allowable.
